"By the term Renaissance, or new birth, is indicated a 
natural movement, not to be explained by this or that 
characteristic, but to be accepted as an effort of humanity 
for which at length the tune had come, and in the onward 
progress of which we still participate-It is the history of 
the attainment of self conscious freedom to the human 
spirit manifested in the Kuropean races. It is no mere 
political mutation, no new fashion of art, no restoration of 
classical standards of taste. The aits and the inventions, 
the knowledge and the books, which suddenly became vital 
at the time of the Renaissauce, had long lam neglected on 
the shores of the Dead vSea, which we call the Middle Ages. 
It was not their discovery which caused the Renaissance , 
but it was the intellectual energy, the spontaneous out¬ 
burst of intelligence, which enabled mankind at the 
moment to mak^ use of them. The foice then generated 
still continues, vital and expansive, in the spirit of the 
modem world.

“He was cheered amidst these discouragements by the 
hope that the spirit of God was powerfully working in the 
heart of his iiiunshi, Ram Basu. This man told him in 
June, 1788, that he had found Jesus to be the answerer of 
his prayer. He cried to Him in sickness, and a speedy 
cure had been granted. Towards the end of the same 
month, he brought Mr. Thomas, "a gospel hymn of his 
own composing, the first ever seen or heard of in the 
Bengalese language’’,—a lyric which still holds its place in 
our collections of Bengali hymns. Ram Basil’s daily 
conversation betokened also a dee^) conviction of the truth 
of the gospel, and there was reason to ho23e he might soon 
be an acknowledged follower of Christ”.^

‘Outside of tbe classes, but constantly referred to by 
the teachers, the favourite book was Paine’s coarse “Age 
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of Reason”, which a respectable deist would not now 
mention save as^a warning. That book, his bitter reply 
to Burke, his “Rights of Man”, and his minor pieces 
born of the filth of the worst period of the French 
Revolution, an American publisher issued in a cheap

substituted favourite lines of Pope’s "Iliad” for their daily

*‘That Institutiou, as has already been repeatedly 
remarked, is the very beau-ideal of a system of education 
without religion. It communicates largely European 
literature and science ; but, as far as its regulations extend, 
neither within nor without its walls will it tolerate the 
impartation of religious truth. Now, the citadel of 
Hinduism being, from the base to its highest pinnacle, 
a citadel of error, it can never resist a vigorous onset 
of true knowledge, however secular. Accordingly their 
ancestral faith was completely sub-verted in the minds 
of the more advanced alumni of the Government College, 
but nothing better was attempted or allowed to be 
substituted in its room. Many had become, or were 
rapidly becoming, sceptics ; and others direct atheists.*'^

“In conclusion I have only this to remark, that I have 
noticed with pain, not uniuixed with surprise, that men 
who are confessed retormers and radicals in xaolitics, are 
now attempting, in order to serve tlieir own ]iarty purposes 
to throw ridicule upon the sacred and indisputable principle 
of equality before the law. What will Christian men in 
Kngland of their own political creed, uninfluenced by 
local prejudices, say of their apostate brethren in the East ? 
Will they admire the spirit of determination which, so 
many British residents have manifested of preserving 
unimpaired the advantages which they now enjoy over 





the helpless and ignorant natives ? Will they approve of 
the exclusive feeling which prompts the Englishman to 
refuse to make common cause with the natives of the land 
for the reformation of abuses ? Will they read with coin- 
placency the sentiment which dictates the proud assertion 
that uneouals shall not be equals ? On the contrary, will 
not the generous and noble sous of Britain feel ashamed 
of their countrymen in India, who are anxious to perpetuate 
an invidious distinction, aud preserve their exalted position 
at the expense of their native fellow subjects ?

“The greatest blow which we dealt to the old system 
was iu one sense an underhand one, for neither the 
English nor the Muhammadans foresaw its effects. 
This was the series of changes introduced by Lord 
Coinwallis and John Shore, ending in the Permanent 
Settlement of 1793. By it we usurped the functions of 
those higher Musalnian officeis who had formerly 
subsisted between the actual Collector and the Government, 
and whose dragoons were the recognised machinery for 
enforcing the Land-Tax. Instead of the Musahn^n 
Revenue-farmers with their troopers and spearmen, we 
placed an English Collector in each District, with an 
unarmed fiscal police attached like common bailiffs to 
his Court. The Muhammadan nobility either lost their 
former connection with the Land-Tax, or became mere 
landholders with an inelastic title to a part of the 
profits of the soil. 

The Permanent Settlement, however, consummated 
rather than introduced this change. It was in am ther 
respect that it most seriously damaged the position of 
the great Muhammadan Houses. For the whole tendency 
of the Settlement was to acknowledge as the landholders
